Why so little from the media? 

How do you keep yourself informed about essential civic issues? 
Unfortunately, many simply rely on the media to provide them with 
information about the political issues of the day. Yet, well informed and in- 
depth coverage is rarely given - neither from the right nor the left. Does the 
media's drive to sell programing take precedence over reporting based on 
thoughtful informed research? 

There has been such sparse media coverage about the religious liberty 
issue connected to the HHS mandate. Archbishop William Lori outlined the 
issue clearly in testimony before Congress on February 28, 2012. He said: 
"This is not a matter of whether contraception may be prohibited by the 
government. This is not even a matter of whether contraception may be 
supported by the government. Instead, it is a matter of whether religious 
people and institutions may be forced by the government to provide coverage 
for contraception or sterilization, even if that violates their religious beliefs." 

Last week the Catholic Health Association (CHA) came out against the 
mandate. The CHA represents Catholic medical professionals who are both 
informed about the faith and experts in medical issues. This organization has 
more than 2,000 members in health care. One in every six patients is cared 
for in a Catholic hospital each year. Sister Carol Keenan, president of CHA, 
wrote in her letter against the HHS mandate: "We remain deeply concerned, 
however , with the approach the Administration has taken with respect to 
contraceptive services , especially abortifacient drugs and sterilization." 

Meanwhile, other religious groups have expressed the same concerns. At 
a February 2012 congressional hearing, testimony supporting the Church's 
position was heard from the President of the Lutheran Church-Missouri 
Synod, a distinguished Orthodox rabbi, and officials and professors from 
several Protestant institutions of higher learning. The Southern Baptist 
Convention, has strongly criticized the contraceptive mandate, as have 
leaders of the National Association of Evangelicals, Institutional Religious 
Freedom Alliance, Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations of America, 
Evangelicals for Social Action, and the Council for Christian Colleges and 
Universities. Finally, an online declaration supporting the Church's position 
has been signed by about 28,000 Catholic and non-Catholic women, 
including many health professionals. 

When a broad coalition of faith-based groups expresses such concern, 
then we need to carefully consider their witness. What have you done to 
become informed about this and other civic issues? Do you rely on the media 
as your sole source of learning? Do you prayerfully study what the Church 
teaches? 

The bishops have asked us to pray and do penance between now and July 
4 th . Please pray for our nation so that we might live the Gospel and religious 
liberty is protected. This Wednesday at OLBH during exposition the prayer 
will be especially focused on praying for our nation.
